In fact, I would have done so weeks ago, but for 
the fact that I was waiting for Estes to do it. 
I am now in effect a retired and merely part- 
time Bard, subject only occasionally to seizures 
of the divine afflatus, after having survived some 
violent ones which occurred concurrently with 
the “olden, golden glories of the days gone by,” 
as the late lamented Whitcomb Riley would have 
put it. Now, Estes is--alack, that I must admit 
it!—just living in what, later on, he will so 
describe; and at that period when he can be 
lyrical with very little effort, the result being 
pleasant to the ear. 
However, he has been loafing on the job and 
instead of twanging his lyre, after the fashion 
of Homer, has been muting its strings and in- 
toning dirges to the Latonia Championship, lay- 
ing funeral wreaths upon the grave of Phar Lap, 
et cetera. I hasten to say that he has done 
these poetical chores in a very effective way and 
that nobody has appreciated them more than my- 
self. But ail the while I have been hoping that 
he would let the dead past bury its dead and 
follow the injunction of the “Psalm of Life” 
which adjures us to “act in the living present.” 
In other words, I have been hoping he would 
strike up a tune for Equipoise and play one of 
his gayest ones. 
Possibly, of course, Estes has not been as 
much electrified by Equipoise as I have—and 
others, including his inspired press-agent, “Old 
Rosebud,’ whose loyalty to the son of Pennant 
and Swinging has never wavered through good 
report or ill and whose published sentiments 
about him should be inscribed upon tablets of 
brass and affixed to the corner-stone of the 
Whitney Parthenon. I love to have O. R. get 
a-going about Equipoise because he certainly 
does love Hopkins’ hoss—and so do I. Probably 
Estes prefers Twenty Grand—or did, until, re- 
cently, prefer Mate. I dunno. At any rate, he 
hasn’t made a peep, poetically, about Equipoise, 
and having waited and waited, until my heart is 
sore with hope deferred, I have decided that he 
has no intentions whatever in that direction. 
This is to me a great and bitter disappointment, 
considering the subject upon the one hand and 
the poet upon the other, but in these times we 
have to accustom ourselves to privations and do 
the best we can. And the best I can do is offer 
the following substitute, premising that it is a 
feeble effort in comparison with what Estes 
might have produced: while to “O!d Rosebud” it 
will also seem very half-hearted and lukewarm 
and altogether unfit to lay at the feet of its hero.

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ARLINGTON TRACK. 


INCE the close of the Arlington Park Jockey 

Club’s meeting adverse criticism of the 
Arlington Park track has appeared in the writ- 
ings of certain Turf commentators. The latest 
has appeared in Jurgyen’s Racing Weekly (Chi- 
cago) dated August 2 to August 8, a copy of 
which has come to THE BLOOD-HORSE from the 
office of publication carrying the marginal com- 
ment: “It’s the concensus of horsemen’s opinion,” 
the same being as follows: 


Did you notice how fast Arlington Park 
track is? Terribly fast, inhumanly fast. The 
fastest track in the world. Yes, indeed. Last 
year only the best horses in the country 
could make 6 furlongs in 1:10 or better. 
But this year any ordinary good plater 
runs 6 furlongs in 1:10 or 1:11. What 
does it mean? Is it possible that the 
horses became much faster or better this 
year than last year? No, not at all. 
If anything they are worse this year 
than they were last year. It’s the track that 
is made faster to satisfy the craze for speed 
records and to have those track records as a 
publicity item. The Arlington Park Track 
is now devoid of any cushion. It is like a 
pavement. Human foot makes hardly any 
impression on the surface of the track, and 
the horse’s foot makes an impression not 
much deeper than 1 inch. It should be 
about 3 inches. Might as well run the horses 
on a cement pavement. Horses’ legs are 
ruined on such tracks; too many excellent 
horses were ruined by the cushionless Arling- 
ton track, Spanish Play, Jamestown, Lady 
Broadcast, Roman Holiday, Vermajo, just to 
mention a few. Horsemen lost a fortune on 
account of such a cruel track. Humane 
societies here certainly have a case to step 
into and see to it that the poor good animals 
are protected. What is Mrs. McLaughlin 
going to do about it? 

We much doubt if the foregoing is ‘the con- 
census of horsemen’s opinion.’”’ We have heard 
that such thorough horsemen as A. J. Joyner, 
Tom Healey, Max Hirsch, T. P. Hayes, J. O. 
Keene, C. C. Van Meter, Charles J. Casey and 
others had made expressions approving the con- 
dition of the Arlington Park track during the 
recent meeting. . 

It may not be well known that since Arling- 
ton Park came into possession of its present 
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owners some 34 or 35 carloads of sand was put 
on the main track, and that, in order to prevent 
the loss of the sand through winter rains, freezes 
and washing, the track was covered with straw 
manure from the stables immediately after the 
race meeting of 1931. 

From this covering oats, timothy and clover 
was seeded into the track and when spring came 
there was a very pronounced growth from these 
seeds. This was cut down to the surface of the 
course, but the roots were left under the top 
soil. The result was that those roots held the 
dampness from frequent sprinkling and formed a 
perfect and resilient cushion, rendering it one of 
the safest, if not the safest, tracks in America 
today. 

As regards Spanish Play, Jamestown, Lady 
Broadcast, Roman Holiday and Vermajo, we 
think the trainers of those horses can very 
readily explain the reasons for their disability, 
and we do not believe the explanations will 
charge any undue firmness of the Arlington Park 
track. 

The practice of seeding tracks to prevent wash- 
ing, preserve their proper formation, and create 
a proper cushion for the benefit of horses racing 
over them is not a new idea. Long ago it was 
annually done at Lexington. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is advised that already one- 
half of the Arlington track has been covered with 
straw manure from the stables, and that the re- 
mainder will be similarly treated as soon as the 
yearlings of Messrs. John Hertz, Otto W. Leh- 
man and others, now being broken on farms in 
the vicinity of Chicago, have been given their 
trials during the fall. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that those 
adverse criticisms have been written by persons 
who are unqualified to deliver opinions as regards 
proper condition of race tracks, and THE BLOOD- 
HORSE further believes that if the subject should 
be put to a vote of the intelligent and experienced 
trainers who were at Arlington Park the ma- 
jority would be in approval of the track’s 
condition.

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ELIMINATION. 

E get this thought from something that C. J. 

Fitz Gerald said while he was at Agua 
Caliente the first week in August. Each race 
meeting has, or is supposed to have, an official 
who is called the track veterinarian. Why not 
make it a part of the track veterinarian’s duty 
to thoroughly examine every horse at each meet- 
ing and report each and every ailment to the 
racing secretary? 

Then so arrange that these reports will be in- 
terchangeable, which is to say that they would 
be sent around by each racing secretary to each 
other racing secretary. 

Further arrange that the racing secretaries 
provide the track superintendents with a list of 
horses taboo because of unfitness, with instruc- 
tions that stabling for all such horses be denied. 

In this manner the tracks would be rid of a 
vast number of undesirable and unserviceable 
horses. The racing would be better and the 
owners of such animals would in reality be bene- 
fited. 

It is a part of Mr. Fitz Gerald’s plan to deny 
stabling at Agua Caliente to “those bad-legged 
horses which can’t keep their poor owners 
alive.” No man will get stalls until his full 
stable list is submitted, and he will be notified 
before submitting the list that if he names any 
with bad legs, or otherwise unfit for racing, 
stalls for such will not be available. 


KEEPING THE RECORD STRAIGHT 


Clem, *Harmonique Is Dead. 

N the course of his article in the current issue 

of The Home-Stretch (San Francisco), Clem 
McCarthy, usually very accurate, said: “Frank 
Hoffman, the famous painter of horses, who is 
raising Thoroughbreds at his ranch near Taos, 
New Mexico, where he has *Harmonique and sev- 
eral of the old Shasta Stock Farm brood mares, 
will pay Saratoga a visit and return to Toas 
via Kentucky, where he will look over several 
highly bred young mares that have been offered 
to him. Hoffman raced a few of his home-breds 
at Agua Caliente last season and plans to return 
there the coming winter.” 

*Harmonique, through infection, had an _ in- 
curable ailment, and he was destroyed at Mr. 
Hoffman’s San Geronimo Stud, Taos, in Novem- 
ber, 1930, after permission of the Car & Gen- 
eral Insurance Corporation, of London, with 
which he was insured. Mr. Hoffman later bought 
Midi, by High Time—*Galanta, from Grover 
Hughes of Lexington and sent him to Taos.

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ODDS AND ENDS

ORSEMEN at the Spa are becoming skeptical 
about Twenty Grand’s getting to the post. 
The Greentree ace is breezing at the up-State 
park, it is true, but there is quite a difference in 
breezing slowly over short distances and starting 
for races like the cup events for which the son 
of *St. Germans is supposedly pointing. Particu- 
larly is there a vast difference when a horse 
moves as uncertainly as the 1931 Kentucky Derby 
winner. He is not the long, confident strider of 
his 3-year-old days—goes through his paces in 
short, erratic lurches. Twenty Grand may get to 
the post again, but Trainer Brennan’s task is no 
sinecure. 
HEN Twenty Grand appeared on the racing 
horizon, persons said of his sire, as persons 
always do: “One swallow doesn’t make a sum- 
mer.” But *St. Germans may prove one of our 
really great sires. We are thinking in particular 
of his several promising 2-year-olds among this 
year’s crop, such as Jungle King, Lazy Day and 
The Darb. Jungle King bears a close resemblance 
to Twenty Grand at a corresponding age, and 
appears to be the sort to improve as he matures. 
The Darb, a colt of less imposing height, is more 
precocious. His works have all been excellent 
and in his only appearance under colors at this 
writing, he finished close up, though unplaced, 
after being away tardily for the Flash Stakes. 
Either may be a good racing tool. 
HE writer has noticed that few sires of the 
present day are stamping their issue so uni- 
formly as does *St. Germans. He comes very 
close to being a pure dominant for bays. All of 
his progeny Old Rosebud can recall seeing are 
solid bays. (*St. Germans has sired _ several 
chestnuts.—-Editor.) *St. Germans himself is a 
bay, which color he inherited from his dam, 
Hamoaze, dam also of Buchan. Hamoaze in turn 
got her coat color from her dam, Maid of the 
Mist, a daughter of another solid bay mare, 
Sceptre. Until the advent of Top Flight, Sceptre 
was the world’s leading money-winning Thor- 
oughbred mare. *St. Germans is passing on to 
most all his get the stamp of Sceptre—it is 
noticeable in Twenty Grand and each of the re- 
mainder of his get mentioned above. If ever a 
mare established a “line,’’ in which her physical 
characteristics are predominant, Sceptre has 
through the agency of *St. Germans. 
* 


HE W. R. Coe establishment has been winning 

its full share of the purses at Saratoga and 
much of the success of its members is being at- 
tributed the skill of Jockey R. Jones, the Mexican 
lad who rode without any signal success around 
the West for several years. Not so long ago, 
Jones was entertaining the thought of quitting 
his tack, but came back with such a vengeance 
he gained an opportunity with Trainer Creech 
of the Coe string. It is believed the master of 
Shoshone will obtain Jones’ contract. 

* * * 

OUCCI’S riding perhaps has to date been 

farther above reproach than the work of any 
of the rising young jockeys hereabouts. Mills 
and Jones both have come in for criticism on 
occasion, deserved or not. Jones’ riding aboard 
Ladysman in the United States Hotel Stakes, 


when he roughed Happy Gal, his mount’s maip 
rival, was anything but commendable. All too 
many races are won by a boy’s “outriding”’ his 
opponents, as they call it. Those lads whose 
repertoire includes the most and who best employ 
the “tricks of the trade” are most sought. 
LEM McCARTHY says of Matt Byrnes, who 
trained Salvator, “Today, a hale and spry 
man of 74, Byrnes is at the track every after- 
noon. He will tell you that Salvator was the 
greatest of Thoroughbreds, because he could run 
a furlong over old-time, slow tracks (when one 
mile and a quarter in 2:05 was a record-breaking 
feat) in 10 seconds, flat.” ‘And,’ adds Clem, 
“Salvator beat the best of his time at a mile and 
a half. Maybe Byrnes was right.” 


Y the time you read this, the Saratoga Special 
will be a matter of history. And if Caterwaul 
doesn’t lick Ladysman, or win it, as you please, 
you may know most the metropolitan customers 
rode back down to New York under the Cavan- 
augh Special, on the rods. It was reported that 
the stately black son of Mad Hatter had not 
been training soundly at the Spa, but all such 
rumors were spiked when he, in company with 
The Darb, stepped five furlongs in goodness 
knows how little time (:59 1-5—-1:00, dependent 
upon whose watch you believe) in preparation 
for the Special. Caterwaul strikes me as best of 
the year. 
* * 
HE best-managed horse of recent years—that 
is, one in the public eye--is Norman W. 
Church’s Plucky Play, “often a bridesmaid, never 
a bride.”” Plucky Play has had a very interesting 
career, and quite a checkered one. He has upset 
two champions, Sun Beau and Equipoise, and 
himself has never gained recognition as champion 
of anything. Moreover, he has rolled up the neat 
total of $115,600. Plucky Play is destined for his 
owner’s Mira Monte breeding farm, in California. 
He is by long odds the best of the get of My 
Play and is from a Broomstick mare, Plucky.

ERHAPS nobody was more saddened by the 

death of Colin than Charles Stanhope, the 
Australian who brought him back to America 
from England. Incidentally, Stanhope says Phar 
Lap’s trainer, “Tommy” Woodcock, may be ex- 
pected to return to America possibly next season 
with another Australian invader, Bronze Eagle, 
winner of the New Zealand Derby. This horse, 
now a 5-year-old by our calendar, equalled Phar 
Lap’s record for the mile and a quarter and hails 
from Auckland. He is the property of W. C. 
Ring. Ammon Ra’s planned invasion, it is under- 
stood, has fallen through.

CANADA 


BLUE BONNETS UNDER C. R. A. RULES. 

ONTRARY to the statement published in last 

week's issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, racing at 
Blue Bonnets, recently purchased by the Joseph 
Catarinich-Leo Dandurand interests, will be con- 
ducted under the rules of the Canadian Racing 
Associations. It was expected that the course 
would be operated independently, as are other 
tracks owned by Messrs. Cattarinich and Dan- 
durand, but last week definite announcement 
was made that the affiliation with the C. R. A. 
would be continued as under the previous man- 
agement, “as a mark of respect to Kenneth T. 
Dawes, erstwhile head of Blue Bonnets and also 
chairman of the C. R. A.’ The Montreal Jockey 
Club’s dates at Blue Bonnets are Saturday, 
September 3, to Saturday, September 10. The 
judges and stewards will be the same as at the 
June meeting this year. Julius Reeder will be 
racing secretary, and the program of racing is 
expected to be about the same as usual. 

Other developments in the Dominion last week 
included an announcement that the difficulty 
between the Kenilworth Jockey Club and the 
Provincial Treasury Department had been settled 
and that the second meeting at that track would 
proceed as planned. Horsemen who had arranged 
to race at the meeting had begun to fear it would 
not be held. 

The Ontario Jockey Club, through its secre- 
tary-treasurer, Palmer Wright, announced that 
for the fall meeting at Woodbine Park, the gen- 
eral admission price would be lowered from 
$1.75 plus tax to $1 plus tax and that the new 
“gate” would be in effect for each of the seven 
days. Other tracks which have adopted the 
“dollar gate’’ temporarily this year have dis- 
covered that it provides an excellent tonic for 
falling of the attendance. The recent meeting at 
Hamilton was a decided success, as successes go 
these days. A “dollar day’ helped out the at- 
tendance there, and on some of the days when 
the old admission charge was in force the crowds 
were also good. The management had more 
mutuel business than it had expected. The ticket 
sellers were not able to handle the business early 
in the meeting and it was necessary to put on 
additional men. 

The Fort Erie meeting closed last Saturday, 
and we judge from daily accounts that it must 
have been a success. The crowd of the last day 
was reported to be one of the largest in the 
history of the course. Lowered admission charges 
were in effect throughout the meeting. 


A SUCCESSFUL “RINGER.” 

The chartmaker’s notes for the fourth race at 
Fort Erie on the opening day, Saturday, August 
6, began: “Janie G., showing great improvement, 
assumed command soon after start, shook off 
Rollin In and held on resolutely.” Janie G.’s 
improvement was so great, in fact, that she paid 
$28.20 for $2 in the pari-mutuels; and so great, 
too, that the stewards thought an investigation 
was in order. Accordingly J. B. Campbell and 
D. S. Gillies immediately got busy, with the re- 
sult that they have brought out the undisputed 
fact that it was Voltagreen, disguised by the use 
of dyes, which raced in the name of Janie G. 

Janie G. is a bay filly, 3, by *Sun Briar—Mary 
Agnes S., by *Assagai. Voltagreen is a bay 
filly, 4, by *Volta—Shamrock Green, by Rey del 


Sierras. The first thing the stewards did was 
to lock up in custody of Canadian customs agent, 
the filly, which had raced in the interest of T, 
O. Webber, trained by J. S. Flynn. Stain re- 
movers were used, and by August 14 the dis. 
guise had steadily disappeared, disclosing the 
familiar white blaze face, the V-shaped scar on 
one shoulder and one white ankle of Voltagreen. 

It was established that Voltagreen had been 
claimed out of a race at Arlington Park in July 
and was shipped to Hamilton, then to Windsor, 
thence to Montreal, where the record ended. No 
trace of Janie G. had been found up to the time 
of going to press with this issue of THE BLOoop- 
HORSE. 

Janie G. was purchased by T. O. Webber at 
Saratoga in 1929. Webber appeared at Fort 
Erie from Montreal on August 11; stated that 
he had been ill in a hospital, and that it was 
not his horse which had run on the previous 
Saturday. He stated that none of his horses 
had participated in racing at Fort Erie after 
their arrival from Hamilton where Janie G. last 
started and made a poor showing. 

A description of Voltagreen had been wired 
by Racing Secretary Joe McLennan from Chi- 
cago and the identification was made complete 
when Judge Campbell received from R. F. Car- 
men, Jr., trainer of the Nevada Stock Farm 
horses, the marks for Voltagreen, as shown on 
the records of George Wingfield’s breeding es- 
tablishment at Reno, Nevada. T. O. Webber, 
J. S. Flynn, Harry Williams and George Kester- 
inger, the last named two, reported to be at 
Manasquas, New Jersey, were recommended by 
the stewards at Fort Erie to the Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations for indefinite suspension. The 
claim is made that more than $10,000 was won 
by various bettors on the race. One of these is 
reported to have refused to take a check for his 
winnings of $7,600, accepted it all in Canadian 
currency and then departed. The purse for the 
race was redistributed, first money going to 
Deduce, second to Rollin In and third to Went- 
worth. The efforts of Stewards Campbell and 
Gillies are being supplemented by those of the 
Canadian officials to run down and bring to book 
those who are guilty of the “ringing’’ job. 


DEATH OF THOMAS P. PHELAN. 


Thomas P. Phelan, part owner of the Queen 
City Stable, failed to recover after an operation 
for kidney trouble at St. Michael’s Hospital, 
Toronto, and died Tuesday night, August 9, at 
the age of 81. Mr. Phelan had been in excellent 
health until about six months ago. He was presi- 
dent of the Canadian Railway News Company, 
operating a chain of restaurants. He joined 
George and James Clark and Allie Louden 
several years ago in forming the Queen City 
Stable and engaged R. H. (Spec) Crawford to go 
to Europe and purchase some jumping material 
for them. Mr. Crawford's selections included 
Not Much, an excellent steeplechaser, which Mr. 
Phelan later retired to his farm, sending a few 
mares to him. The stable’s principal interest 
was in steeplechasing.

SARATOGA YEARLING SALES. 


URING the first six evenings of the yearling 
D sales at Saratoga 239 head were disposed of 
for a total of $228,230, an average of $954.93. 
The first six evenings last year 295 head were 
sold for $374,525, average $1,269.58. Thus far, 
as disclosed by the figures, the market is ap- 
proximately 25 per cent off from 1931. The 
bright spot in the market was the sale of the 
yearlings from W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud on 
Thursday, August 11, when the only two five 
figure prices of the season thus far were reached, 
the highest price being $14,500 for the bay colt 
by Pompey out of Cowslip, and the next highest 
price $10,000 for the sister to Osculator by Pom- 
pey out of Some More. Other high prices this 
far are Pompey—-Bourbon Girl colt $9,000, John 
P. Grier—*Rapine II colt $8,000, Pompey—Mask- 
ed Dancer filly $7,200, John P. Grier—Manicure 
Maid colt $7,000, *Sir Gallahad III—Ten Lec colt 
$7,000, Pompey—Lady Belle filly $6,000, Ameri- 
can Flag—-Golden Melody colt $5,000, *Sir Gal- 
lahad III—*Whizz Bang colt $5,000.

N the Fasig-Tipton Company’s ring this even- 

ing, the sixth of the series of sales of year- 
lings at Saratoga Springs, 40 head brought 
$8,695, average $217.38. 

Of these, 23 were consigned by breeders at 
Hopkinsville, Ky. Sominco Farms, property of 
Rodman Meacham, sent in 13 head and received 
the very low total of $2,160, an average of 
$166.15. J. H. White sold five from his Herbert 


Stud for $850, average $170. Henry Altsheler 
averaged $100 for two. T. W. Garnett averaged 
$550 for two and W. J. Glover received only $50 
for one. Mr. Garnett’s two were by Kentucky II 
and one of these, the bay colt out of Frances, by 
Singleton, went to the Pine Tree Farm for $1,000, 
Aside from this the Hopkinsville horses, in the 
opinion of THE BLOOD-HORSE, were, to use a ring- 
side expression, simply slaughtered. They were 
worth considerable more than the average ob- 
tained. In the case of Sominco Farms particu- 
larly, Mr. Meacham sent up the best-looking con- 
signment he had had in four years, only to 
receive a disheartening average. 


Only four horses in the sale this evening were 
from the vicinity of Lexington. Horace N. Davis 
sold two colts for an average of $237.50 and he 
and his brother, J. Berry Davis, sold two fillies 
for an average of $62.50. The writer saw these 
horses before they left here and he has no 
hesitancy in saying they were virtually given 
away. 

At the E. B. McLean sales in May, 1931, 
Renappi Corporation, comprised of members of 
the Du Pont family, purchased Happy Night and 
her chestnut colt foal by Messenger for $1,400 
and Miss Montgomery and her bay filly foal by 
The Porter for $1,100. This evening the Messen- 
ger colt brought $75 and The Porter filly $425. 


The other 11 head sold this evening were from 
the Sanford Stud farms owned by John Sanford 
at Amsterdam, New York. He had originally 
catalogued 21. The 11 head brought him the 
sickening total of $3,235, an average of $294.09. 
The Sanford yearlings last year averaged $800. 
Thus the sale this year was 63 per cent off by 
comparison with his average of last year. The 
summary:

HIEATT BANKRUPTCY SALE. 


an order of the United States Court 
for the Western District of Kentucky, 
bankruptcy section, case of C. C. and G. Y. 
Hieatt, Louisville, Morris W. Jones, trustee in 
bankruptcy, 628 Inter Southern Building, Louis- 
ville, conducted a sale of Thoroughbred horses, 
formerly the property of Messrs. Hieatt, at the 
farm, formerly owned by Messrs. Hieatt, on the 
Bryan Station Pike five miles from Lexington, 
in the afternoon of Friday, August 12. 

It was made kown at the sale that the farm 
which contains 430 acres had been purchased 
privately a few days previously by Jay D. Weil, 
whose land adjoins it at the rear. This purchase 
gives Mr. Weil a frontage on the Bryan Station 
Road, Muir Pike and Briar Hill road and he has 
now nearly 2,000 acres in virtually one tract. 

The horses, with the exception of the barren 
mares, were in exceedingly poor condition. It 
was stated by persons in a position to know 
that the horses had not had any grain feed since 
early in April. Lack of nutrition was very ap- 
parent in the nursing mares, foals and yearlings. 
The breeding of the animals is good and, had 
they been properly fed, they would have brought 
a considerable sum more than the total of 
$1,488 for the 16 head sold. Several were sent 
back to their stalls without a bid. One of these 
was the stallion *Golden Guinea, sire of Golden 
Prince (winner of the Coffroth Handicap and 
other stakes races) and other winners including 
Gold Prize, Scotch and Soda, Golden Powder, etc. 
“Golden Guinea was injured several years ago 
when he fell at Greenwich Stud and has never 
fully recovered from the effects of the fall. His 
near shoulder is very much enlarged, while the 
off shoulder and foreleg are shrunken as a result 
of the injury. 

The attendance at the sale was light, primarily 
because it had been poorly advertised. The keen- 
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est competition was for the good race mare Ben 
Machree, now six years old, by Playfellow out of 
Sweet Brier, by *Star Shoot. She has at foot her 
first foal, a filly by *Master Charlie. The mare 
and foal were knocked down to Henry Steele for 
$700. Jay D. Weil having been the contending 
bidder. Mr. Weil, however, bought Sweet Brier, 
which this year had no foal and now bred to

KENTUCKY 


DATES ARE UNDECIDED. 


EADS of the American Turf Association, con- 

trolling the Latonia, Louisville and Lexing- 
ton tracks have made no announcement as to 
intentions for fall racing and appear to be un. 
decided what to do in the matter of dates. Ru- 
mors are to the effect that racing at Latonia is 
to start October 15 and close November 12, 
Other rumors are that people interested in hay- 
ing the sport at Louisville and Lexington are 
clamoring for short meetings at both points, 
Sewell Combs, president of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation and member of the State Racing Com- 
mission, is quoted this week as having said that 
there is a possibility that a short meeting can 
be held at Lexington following Latonia. It could 
be worked out to close the Latonia meeting on 
Armistice Day and open Lexington on Saturday, 
November 12, closing on Saturday, November 19. 
Bad weather might be encountered if later dates 
should be chosen for Lexington. If there should 
be racing at Louisville, the dates would be in 
October, in advance of Latonia, in all probability. 
Vernon Sanders, who is considered to be the pub- 
licity mouthpiece for the American Turf Asso- 
ciation, notes that, while rumors are to the ef- 
fect no racing will be had at Churchill Downs 
during the autumn, a coat of paint is being put 
on buildings there. Mr. Sanders hears that La- 
tonia may open October 8, the same day that 
Lincoln Fields closes. In that event the meeting 
would probably close a week earlier than No- 
vember 12. That would let Lexington have its 
meeting, if any, at more advantageous time. 


E. J. TRANTER ANNOUNCES SALE. 


E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, in a letter from Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., to THE BLOOD-HORSE, says he will hold his 
usual sales of Thoroughbreds at his Lexington 
Sales Paddock, on the Paris Pike, near Lexing- 
ton, during the coming fall, as usual. “The sales 
will open on the Monday following the close of 
racing at Latonia,” said Mr. Tranter. The exact 
date cannot be given at this time because the 
Latonia dates have not been announced. The 
presumption is that Mr. Tranter’s sales will open 
either Monday, November 7, or Monday, Novem- 
ber 14. 


VAN OVERTU RNS; MEN, HORSES HURT. 


A van on its way from Latonia to Louisville, 
bound for Dade Park, overturned early on the 
morning of August 8. A. B. McGuire and F. 
O’Hearn, employed by C. Hyde Smith, were 
slightly injured. The horses Drydock, Donna 
Dear, Austend and Whitterall were also hurt. 
The two men were riding in the rear of the van 
with the horses when the accident occurred. An 
open rear door allowed them to escape, but not 
before McGuire had been caught under the feet 
of Donna Dear and injured on the head. Dry- 
dock’s back was lacerated. Donna Dear had 
tendon injuries. 


FIVE HORSES ARE BURNED. 


In a fire of undetermined origin, believed by 
some to have been the work of an incendiary, 4 
stable and five Thoroughbred horses on the farm 
of J. E. Mason, in Fayette County, 10 miles from 
Lexington, on Ware Road, near the Bourbon 
County line, were burned shortly after 3 o'clock 
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in the morning of Wednesday, August 10. The 
horses lost were:

The first named four were the property of Mr. 
Mason, and they were insured with the Car & 
General Insurance Corporation, Limited, of Lon- 
don, for a total of $6,000. Luke Rose, however, 
had been castrated on July 22 without authority 
from the company, as required under the policy. 
He was insured for $2,500. Service was the 
property of William Westerfield, who had been 
training the Mason horses. No insurance was 
carried on Service. All five horses had been 
shipped from Canada to the farm, Luke Rose, 
Memphis Bill and Service arriving on July 21, 
and the other two arriving on August 1. Mr. 
Mason was away from home the night of the 
fire, he having gone to Cincinnati. The flames 
were discovered by Walter Smoot and William 
Hiatt, neighbors, who stated that the five-stall 
stable was almost burned to the ground and that 
four of the horses were dead inside when they 
arrived at the place and aroused Mrs. Mason and 
the farm hands. Service was out and running 
around. Dr. Frazer Smith, who was called by 
Mrs. Mason to attend her, found that Service 
had been so severely burned and blinded that 
she could not recover and he destroyed her.

DADE PARK’S MEETING. 

The meeting at Dade Park, now more access- 
ible because of the new bridge across the Ohio 
River, opened last Friday, August 12, with a 
charity day. Excellent weather and a good card 
brought out a good crowd. We do not have the 
figures showing the amount taken in for charity 
at Henderson, Ky., and Evansville, Ind., but note 
that it is probably more than was expected. 

The next day the regularly scheduled meeting 
opened. Rain marred the program, but the 
crowd which turned out was reported even bigger 
than that which attended the charty day. Mon- 
day of this week, the third day, good weather 
returned, and a still larger attendance was noted, 
with speculation also running ahead of expecta- 
tions. Since the Dade Park purse minimum is

On February 4 last winter 
at Hialaeh Park, Baal placed and paid $971.10 
for $2. Wishing Ring’s place price in 1917 was 
$644.60. 


HARRIE B. SCOTT’S YEARLINGS. 

Harrie B. Scott, manager of Faraway Farm, 
has seven yearlings which are being broken at 
his own farm on the Russell Cave Pike, near 
Lexington. He says he has decided to sell them, 
but he does not know yet whether he will dis- 
pose of them privately or put them in the sale 
next November. The star of the party is the 
bay colt by Crusader—Polly Pledge, by *Archaic. 
He is a grand looking individual and smart. The 
colt by *Justice F.—Playing High, by High 
Cloud, has the appearance and manner of a very 
speedy race horse, but he hasn’t the size of the 
other colt. The bay gelding by Flittergold— 
North Beauty, by *North Star III, does not call 
for much, but might make a fair bush horse. 
He can be bought for a low price. Smartest of 
the fillies are the chestnut by *Justice F.—Mrs.

AS TO RACING DATES. 
HE dates for Lincoln Fields meeting are 
September 3 to October 8, a total of 31 days. 
Aurora’s dates are October 10 to October 31, a 
total of 19 days. Sportsman’s Park, the Cicero 
half-mile track, has claimed the same dates, and 
proposes to run against Exposition Park, Aurora, 
as it did in the spring. Aurora’s stockholders, 
disturbed over the situation, were divided in their 
views as to what should be done in the matter. 
One faction wanted to race their 19 days against 
Lincoln Fields. A meeting was held at St. 
Charles, Ills., Friday night, August 12. When it 
was concluded Edward F. Carruthers, general 
manager of Exposition Park, said: “For the good 
of racing, we have no statement to make.” 

There have been rumors for several weeks 
(and they have been denied and repeated after 
denial) that Lincoln Fields dates might be run 
off in part at Washington Park, which plant also 
is owned by the American Turf Association. The 
Illinois racing law permits each track to have 
as many as 51 days in any year. Washington 
Park has had 30 days this year. So, 21 days 
additional could be run off at Washington Park 
if it should be desirable on the part of the 
American Turf Association to do so. 

In that event the schedule of dates, granted 
by the Illinois Turf Association, in which the 
American Turf Association has the controlling 
voice, could be rearranged, like this for instance: 

Lincoln Fields, September 3 to September 14—10 days. 

Washington Park, September 15 to October 8—21 days. 

Aurora, September 17 to October 8—19 days. 

Sportsman’s Park, October 10 to October 3119 days. 

The advantage in this for Lincoln Fields would 
be that better attendance perhaps, would be had 
at Washington Park, and the advantage to 
Aurora would be that it would have its com- 
petition in a different direction and would not 
be running against a track so close to Chicago 
as is Sportsman’s Park. 


MY DANDY BEATS ILLINOIS HORSES. 

The crowd at Hawthorne last Saturday, Au- 
gust 13, hardly knew which way to turn to find 
the winner of the third Illinois Owners Handicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, owned by 
residents of Illinois, 1 1-16 miles). Accordingly 
the support in the mutuels was distributed fairly 
evenly among all but three of the 10-horse field, 
the W. C. and E. W. Reichert entry of two 7- 
year-olds, My Dandy (113) and Brown Wisdom 
(110) winding up a slight favorite at $4.44 to $1. 
My Dandy led all the way. J. Leyland was driv- 
ing him through the stretch, just before he pass- 
ed under the wire a length in advance of R. M. 
Eastman’s Cathop (3-y-0, 108), which got the 
place decision by a head from Abraham Bartel- 
stein’s Polydorus (118). The latter was moving 
forward in the stretch between My Dandy on the 
inside and Cathop on the outside, when My Dan- 
dy bore over toward him. This threat of being 
jammed between two horses caused Jockey J. 
Smith to take up Polydorus and go to the out- 
side with him, a move which possibly cost him 
second money, if not first. Fourth money fell 
to the Superior Stable’s (W. E. Schmidt’s) Char- 
leigh (105), which was six lengths behind Poly- 
dorus. Still farther back were Evergold (3-y-o, 
111), Brown Wisdom, Pairbypair (3-y-o0, 112), 
Prince Hotspur (3-y-o, 106), On Sir (3-y-o, 101), 
Mowris (105).

HE racing at Saratoga this month is enough 

to hint that the turning point in the fortunes 
of the sport are at hand. Crowds during the 
first week of the meeting were unexpectedly 
good, and the first week is ordinarily the worst 
of the entire month. Last week was the second, 
and attendance was better than during the first. 
For the brilliant program of last Saturday, 
August 13, when the Saratoga Special brought 
out Happy Gal, Ladysman and Caterwaul, and 
the Whitney Stakes attracted Equipoise and 
Gusto to the post, a great crowd was in attend- 
ance. Perhaps no other such crowd will be seen 
at the present session, as it is unlikely the pro- 
gram will be bettered at any time. The Alabama, 
Spinaway and Travers are the most important 
features of this week. A decided favorite will 
go to the post each race, Top Flight in the Ala- 
bama, Happy Gal in the Spinaway and Gusto 
in the Travers.

GRAND TIME’S SARATOGA SALES STAKES. 

Grand Time, purchased by William Ziegler, Jr., 
for $2,500 at the Saratoga sales last year, won 
two stakes last week. The first was the eleventh 
running of the Saratoga Sales Stakes ($1,500 
added, 2-year-olds, 514 furlongs), run Monday, 
August 8. Three colts and a filly (Hidora) were 
in the field which went to the post on a muddy 
track, the colts each carrying 122 pounds, the 
filly 119. Grand Time was made favorite, closing 
at 7 to 5. He led all the way, but, after the finish, 
there was a long delay before the placing was 
made official. Jockey Tony Pascuma, who 
finished second with J. J. Robinson’s Little Lad, 
beaten three parts of a length, entered a claim 
of foul against the winner and the stewards de- 
liberated for some time before they affirmed 
Grand Time’s victory. Little Lad had come up on 
the inside early in the race and run well lapped 
on the leader the remainder of the distance. In 
the stretch, H. Elston, riding Grand Time, had 
Little Lad in very close quarters on the rail.

MORFAIR’S COMEBACK. 

When the Dorwood Stable of Victor Emanuel 
was dispersed at Belmont Park May 21 this year, 
the highest price was the $12,000 for which Mor- 
fair was knocked down to T. M. Cassidy. The 
bid was for the account of J. P. (Sammy) Smith, 
the Dorwood trainer. Smith brought the son of 
Morvich to racing condition slowly and inaugu- 
rated his comeback at Saratoga August 2, in an 
overnight handicap. It was the first start the 
big colt had made since he finished third in the 
Futurity at Belmont Park the previous Septem- 
ber, but he made hs own pace for most of the 
six furlongs and won easily, in 1:11 3-5, beating 
Pilate, Microphone and others. August 6 he won 
another overnight handicap, this time at seven 
furlongs, beating Flagstone and Mountain Elk 
with no trouble. Last Friday, August 12, he 
secured his third consecutive victory, winning the 
thirtieth running of the Saranac Handicap 
($3,000 added, 3-year-olds, one mile). Morfair 
had top weight, 124 pounds. Three colts opposed 
him, and he closed favorite at even money, after 
an opening quotaton of 3 to 5. The reason for 
the recesson in the odds was perhaps the fact 
that the players noted he had failed twice in soft 
going at Saratoga as a 2-year-old after winning 
the United States Hotel Stakes on a fast track. 


But this time the heavy track appeared to suit 
him. R. Workman got him away well and, with- 
out driving him at any time, let him race almost 
head and head with W. R. Coe’s Pompeius (112) 
until half-way through the stretch; the two of 
them well out in front of the other two, which 
had started slowly. About a furlong from the 
finish, when the racing began in earnest, Pom- 
peius dropped back, and at the end he was 2% 
lengths behind Morfair. W. S. Kilmer’s Sunmelus 
(114) was third, a length and a half farther back. 
Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Stepenfetchit (119) was 
fourth and last, badly beaten. Time, :23 3-5, 
:46 4-5, 1:12 1-5, 1:41 2-5, track heavy. Stakes

EQUIPOISE WINS THE WHITNEY. 

In the fifth running of the Whitney Stakes 
($4,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-4 miles), 
at Saratoga August 13, Equipoise went through 
the formality of scoring his ninth win of the 
year, out of 10 starts. The Whitney Stakes, in- 
augurated in 1928 as a memorial to W. C. Whit- 
ney, has conditions and allowances to determine 
the weights to be carried by each participant. 
It has never attracted more than four starters, 
and in three of its five runnings it has had only 
three. American racing furnishes forth a piti- 
fully small supply of high class horses whose 
trainers are willing to send them a mile and a 
quarter. This year the presence of Equipoise, 
carrying 126 pounds, was enough to keep po- 
tential opposition in the stables. The only two 
which came out against him were Morton L. 
Schwartz’s Gusto (3-y-o0, 117) and the Audley 
Farm Stable’s Rocky News (116), by Rockmin- 
ister. Highest odds available against Equipoise 
were 2 to 11; he closed at 1 to 7. Gusto was 5 
to 1, Rocky News 40 to 1. It was no contest. 
The finish was according to the odds. Equi- 
poise, started from outside the stalls, was in 
front all the way, being rated by R. Workman, 
and won by three lengths, never extended. Gusto 
waited in last place until three-eighths out, then 
passed Rocky News and beat him home by five 
lengths. The superiority of Equipoise over 
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Gusto was perhaps a fair indication of how 
much superior were the best racers of Equi- 
poise’s year to those which were foaled a year 
later. Gusto may be taken as a good represen- 
tative of the class of this year’s 3-year-olds.

HAPPY GAL’S SARATOGA SPECIAL. 

Two colts, which had been considered good 
championship timber among the 2-year-olds, 
made a pretty bad showing behind the Belair 
Stud Stable’s Happy Gal, daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III, in the thirteenth running of the Sara- 
toga Special (sweepstakes of $500 each, trophy 
but no money added, winner take all, 2-year-olds, 
six furlongs) at Saratoga August 13. The race, 
unique in America and by Eastern writers posi- 


tively pronounced the “most sporting event” in 


American racing, by reason of the fact that the 
owners race for their own money exclusively, 
provided the first coming together of Happy Gal 
with both W. R. Coe’s Ladysman and C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Caterwaul. Three others started, the Mid- 
dleburg Stable’s fast, faint-hearted Glorify, Mr. 
Whitney’s The Darb and Mr. Coe’s Old Baldy. 
The fillies, Happy Gal and Glorify, carried 119 
pounds each, the colts, 122. Happy Gal had 
beaten Caterwaul in the Juvenile Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park and had lost to him in the Keene 
Memorial, her first start. She had run third 
to Ladysman and De Valera in the United States 
Hotel Stakes. Caterwaul and Ladysman had not 
met previously. The latter, a son of Pompey out 
of a *Polymelian mare, a successful cross at the 
Shoshone Stud, came to the Special with a rec- 
ord of three straight wins in four starts, the 
last two victories having been in the Arlington 
Futurity and United States Hotel Stakes. The 
Coe entry was made favorite at even money and 
6-5 and at closing time was quoted at 9-10. The 
Whitney entry, on the other hand, lost support 
as the wagering progressed, opening at 6-5 and 
closing at 9-5. Happy Gal was backed from 5-1 
to 18-5. 

The race appeared to be conclusive evidence 
that the filly is better than her colt rivals, as of 
the present. Glorify jumped out in the lead 
and very shortly opened up a length of daylight. 
Heads apart behind her came Old Baldy, The 
Darb, Caterwaul and Ladysman. Last of all 
was Happy Gal, which started sluggishly and 
trailed the field all the way to the turn. Be- 
fore the backstretch was ended Jockey Tommy 
Malley was searching for an opening to send the 
filly through, for she was running strongly, but 
it failed to show up. He changed his tactics as 
the field swung into the curve at the upper end 
of the course, went to the outside, and before 
the homestretch was reached had taken the lead 
from the faltering Glorify. But Ladysman, 
which had been under restraint, now began his 
bid for the lead, running on the inside. R. 
Jones allowed him to move out from the rail 
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in order to carry the filly wide, but the trick 
did no good. Happy Gal went on ahead. A fur- 
long out she was a neck in front, and Glorify 
was third, three lengths behind. At the finish 
line, Happy Gal was ahead by a length and a 
quarter and Ladysman was second by six. Cater- 
waul got up just in time to beat Glorify a nose 
for the fruitless honor of being third. Time, 
:23, :47 1-5, 1:13, track fast. The first quarter 
was run in 23 seconds, the second in 24 1-5, the 
third in 25 4-5. Glorify’s pace had burnt out 
the field. The winner’s earnings were $9,250 
and a gold trophy.

MIRACLE. 


HEN Lord Beaverbrook decided in 1930 to 

sell off the racing and breeding stock which 
he had gone to great expense to accumulate, 
there was among his yearlings a great lop-eared 
scarecrow of a colt by Manna out of Brodick 
Bay, by Swynford. The colt provoked laughter 
when he was led into the ring at Newmarket 
October 15. Lord Rosebery, however, saw pos- 
sibilities in the ungainly bag of bones and had 
to pay only 178 pounds (about $850) for him. 

So big and growthy was the youngster that it 
at first appeared he might never train, but suc- 
ceeding months saw him improve so miraculously 
that his name became Miracle. At two he started 
only twice, winning the Selsey Stakes at Good- 
wood and the Gimcrack Stakes at York (with 
Inverman and Totaig dead-heating for the place). 
Trainer Jack Jarvis now held the opinion that 
Miracle was the best horse he had ever had in 
his stable, so he put the big 2-year-old by for 
the season, hoping to win some of the classics 
of 1932. 

In the Two Thousand Guineas Miracle was 
eighth behind Orwell. Next he won the New- 
market Stakes, at 114 miles. His third start of 
the season was in the Derby, in which he finished 
third to April the Fifth and Dastur. At Ascot he 
made his next start, in the Prince of Wales’ 
Stakes, in which he carried 127 pounds and fin- 
ished second to Sigiri. His fifth start of the year 
had the effect of making him the horse of the 
hour in England, for he scored a decisive three- 
length victory over the favorite, Goyescas, in the 
rich Eclipse Stakes, winning £11,167 for his own- 
er and £500 for his breeder. His improvement had 
continued steadily up to the time of the Eclipse, 
and probably has not yet been finished. Miracle 
was the largest horse that went to the post for 
the Derby this year, and one of the largest in 
many years. His height was 16.314. His cannon 
bone measured 81% inches around, just below the 
knee, more than any other horse in the field. His 
rein length was 49 inches, second only to that of 
Royal Dancer. He still had the “bag of bones” 
appearance he presented as a yearling. As a 
matter of fact, it is only in the last few weeks 
that he has begun to fill out with enough flesh 
to begin to cover his great frame. An English 
writer recently remarked, “Mr. Jarvis had to be 
almost a plasterer as well as a trainer to get 
some fiesh on Miracle.’’ He’s no butterball now, 
as his picture on this week’s cover will show. 

But the ugly duckling now stands in the posi- 
tion of being favorite for the St. Leger, the last 
of the season’s classics. April the Fifth’s recent 
injury has removed him from favoritism, and he 
might not have remained in that position in any 
event, since Miracle has begun to justify the 
hopes that were held out for him.

LEGISLATION 


INDIANA BILL TO GOVERNOR. 


HE bill introduced by Representative Herbert 

Kenney, Democrat, of New Albany, which 
passed the House of the Indiana Legislature by a 
vote of 54 to 34, on July 26, passed the Senate 
26 to 20 on August 13, and on August 15 the 
House concurred in the amendments. The _ bill 
reached Governor Harry Leslie’s desk on Monday 
of this week. 

In the Senate the bill was variously amended 
and was sponsored by Senator Earl Rowley, of 
Laporte, upon whose motion the vote under 
which it was adopted was taken. 

In its amended form, the bill authorizes bet- 
ting at race meetings (horse, dog or automobile) 
mm counties of 75,000 population or more, under 
the pari-mutuel system or kindred systems. Per- 
sons or organizations desiring to have racing 
with betting are required to make application 
to the state auditor for a license, the fee for 
Which is $100 per day, and to give bond in a sum 
to be fixed by the auditor at not more than 
$50,000.

Operators of race meetings are permitted to 
retain commission of 10 per cent and the breaks 
from the pooling. Of this commission, 30 per 
cent is to be paid to the State of Indiana. In ad- 
dition to this, 10 per cent of the gate receipts 
is to be paid to the State. The auditor is re- 
quired to have a representative at each race 
meeting to see that the law is not violated and 
that the state gets what is coming to it. Failure 
to make reports and payments as fixed by the 
act carries a fine of $5,000 in addition to the 
sums due the state. Fines ranging from $5,000 
to $10,000 are fixed for failure to comply with 
the license requirements of the act. 


Racing on Sunday is prohibited. State and 
county fairs having racing without betting are 
exempted from the provisions of the act. There 
is an emergency clause which makes the act 
effective as soon as signed by the governor. 


MASSACHUSETTS MEN HOPEFUL. 

Norris Royden, writing from Saratoga, under 
date of August 13, sent the following correspon- 
dence to Daily Running Horse (New York): 

“Bayard Tuckerman is very enthusiastic over 
the outcome of efforts to have pari-mutuel bet- 
ting legalized in the Bay State. An attempt was 
made at the meeting of the legislature this past 
winter and the bill failed in passing the lower 
branch by seven votes, he said. Tuckerman, who 
owns a small stable of steeplechasers and flat 
racers and who has ridden through the field and 
on the flat, believes these seven votes will be 
overcome when another attempt is made this 
coming winter when the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture convenes. He is doubtful about a majority 
in the Senate being obtained, but no opportunity 
will be overlooked, Tuckerman said, to muster 
the largest vote possible, and if the bill is not 
passed this winter it may be put over a year 
later. 

“At the present time the only racing in Massa- 
chusetts is that given by the Eastern Horse Club 
at Brookline and by John R. Macomber at his 
Three days of sport 
yearly are held at these two places and the sport- 
minded people of greater Boston attend these 
meetings in large numbers. Should a racing bill 
be passed, very probably the Eastern Horse Club 
will expand to a mile track there and hold 40- 
day racing yearly. Among the other prominent 
and influential men behind the move to pass a 
racing bill are Macomber, Augustus F. Goodwin 
and Sumner Pingree, all whom now own modest 
stables.” 


LEXINGTON BLOOD IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

The Durban July Handicap, worth about 
£6,000, a great race in South Africa, was won 
by Findhorn, which led from start to finish and 
set a new South African record of 2:03 3-5 for 
11, miles. Findhorn carries the blood of the 
American sire Lexington, which is excluded from 
the General Stud Book. He is a 4-year-old chest- 
nut colt by Tremola (by Tredennis) out of Queen 
of the May, by Juggernaut (by-St. Simon) out of 
Casse Tete, by Shillelagh. Shillelagh was a son 
of Brown Prince, a stallion bred in America, by 
Lexington out of *Britannia IV, by The Flying 
Dutchman. Brown Prince’s sister, Madame 
Dudley, won the Champagne Stakes, produced 
the Champagne Stakes winner Belinda, and was 
grandam of Olambala. 
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TANFORAN CHANGES DATES. 

HE fall meeting at Tanforan is to be earlier 

than originally planned. The Pacific Coast 
Breeders’ Association announces that there will 
be 33 days, beginning Thursday, September 22, 
and ending Saturday, October 29. The dates as 
originally announced were October 27 to Decem- 
ber 3. As a reason for the change, it was stated 
that the weather in the early fall is more enjoy- 
able, and that the earlier dates are more pleasing 
to patrons of the sport. 

Announcement is made that several of the 33 
days are to be given over to various charities, 
the receipts to be placed in a fund to be dis- 
tributed at the discretion of the Pacific Coast 
Breeders’ Association. A program of stakes is 
to be arranged, the events to be closed in each 
instance a few days before date for decision. 
FITZ GERALD’S VISIT TO AGUA. 

“Lanny,” telling of C. J. Fitz Gerald’s visit to 
Agua Caliente for the purpose of conferring with 
Joseph M. Schenck the first week in August, 
says the veteran who is to direct the racing 
gave the plant more than a once-over. “He 
even climbed to the roof of the clubhouse to get 
a better view of the landscape,”’ says the pub- 
licity director. ‘He looked at the stalls, at the 
track, the mutuel plant, the clubhouse, the of- 
fices and, pronouncing them in good shape, 
enumerated a few alterations that would have 
to be made.” Track Superintendent Fred Mohr 
was instructed to change the stewards’ stand 
from the infield to the grandstand side of the 
track; to get rid of the seven furlongs chute and 
to remove the jumps in the steeplechase course. 
“There'll be no jumping races,’ Mr. Fitz Gerald 
is quoted as having said. That sounds like 
“Sitting Bull” Bush at New Orleans and Judge 
Reese at Memphis. Mr. Fitz Gerald did not stop 
at his pronouncement against steeplechasing. He 
is quoted by “Lanny” as having said: “Those 
bad-legged horses which can’t keep their poor 
owners alive will have to go. Each owner will 
be required to submit his full stable list before 
stalls can be assigned. Our first move to get 
better racing is to obtain better horses. This 
can be done.”” Mr. Fitz Gerald said he will have 
some pleasing announcements to make to horse- 
men before long. 


SCHILLING IS BUSINESS MANAGER. 

Joseph M. Schenck has announced that George 
W. Schilling, of San Francisco, is to be assistant 
to the president and business manager of the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club. The selection was 
made after a conference between President 
Schenck and C. J. Fitz Gerald, director of racing. 
The post occupied by Mr. Schilling requires a 
man familiar with Mexican conditions and in 
close touch with Pacific Coast racing. Mr. Schill- 
ing appears to fill the bill completely. He began 
life on the Turf as an exercise boy for W. L. 
Stanfield at old Emeryville track, was a jockey, 
afterward Turf editor for a San Francisco daily, 
then a chart maker at Western meetings, and 
when Tijuana was opened he was employed there 
and his connection with racing in Lower Cali- 
fornia has been continuous. For seven years he 
has been the presiding official at meetings in 
Winnipeg and Calgary. President Schenck is to 
meet C. J. Fitz Gerald at Saratoga Springs 
this week. 


BLOOD-HORSE 
JUDGE MURPHY MAKES STATEMENT. 

Evidently there was in circulation some report 
to the effect that the Pacific Coast Breeders’ 
Association was contemplating connection with 
a California racing enterprise additional to Tan- 
foran, otherwise Judge Joseph A. Murphy would 
hardly have felt it incumbent upon him to make 
the following statement, which was given to the 
press at Hawthorne last week: 

“Neither my associates in Tanforan nor my- 
self are, or will be, for the present, interested 
in any racing in the State of California, except 
such as may be done at Tanforan. The Pacific 
Coast Breeders’ Association has kept, and will 
continue to keep, all of its obligations to horse- 
men, but we wish horsemen and breeders to un- 
derstand that we will not be responsible for any 
promises of racing in California except at Tan- 
foran.” 


HIRSCH ASKS FOR STALLS. 

First horseman to ask for stalls at the meet- 
ing which the Los Angeles Jockey Club proposes 
to hold at Santa Anita, beginning the first of 
next February, is Max Hirsch, who plans to turn 
over to his son, William, a division of his stable 
for racing there. 


HANOVER BLOOD RETURNS HOME. 
*Golden Meadow, owned by the Sandford Stud 
Farm Stable, won his first start in America, the 
steeplechase at Saartoga August 9. *Golden 
Meadow is a 6-year-old grey gelding by Filibert 
de Savoie out of Golden Hour, by Oversight, next 
dam Golden Lass, by Galopin. Oversight was 
sired in France by the Kentucky Derby winner 
Halma, by Hanover Julia J., by Longfellow. 


TOO HEAVY TO RIDE. 

Increasing weight and a _ request from _ his 
father caused Jockey M. Magner to announce 
last week that he would retire from_ riding. 
Magner was injured in the recent automobile ac- 
cident which caused the death of Jockey C. 
Phillips. 


ABUNDANCE OF CLAIMS.

additional, making a total of $3,890. They were 
shipped to Mr. Speers’ establishment near Win- 
nipeg in Manitoba. THE BLOOD-HORSE, interested 
to know how this stock has fared in Canada, 
wrote a letter of inquiry and received the fol- 
lowing information from C. F. Roe, Mr. Speers’ 
assistant in the management of the R. James 
Speers’ Corporation, Limited:

Suky has a fairly nice filly by Broadway Jones. 

“Princess Royal and May Ella were sold to 
Mr. N. J. Christie, of Calgary, Alberta; Princess 
Royal later died and May Ella had a colt by 
Pillory and the foal died. 

“The nine yearling fillies came through the 
winter fine and are a very good lot. The two 
2-year-old fillies, Scotias Flag, by Bunting- 
*Nova Scotia, and Deneclaire, by “Harpenden 
Miss Claire, were sold last spring and are both 
racing. Scotias Flag is an exceptionally fine 
filly and has turned out well.

He was also brother to Font- 
arabia, the dam of Cherokee, and to the good 
mare Twilight Queen. He began racing under 
the colors of Fred A. Forsythe and was sold by 
him at the Brighton Beach spring meeting of 
1906 for $25,000 to “Diamond Jim’ Brady. 
Trained by Matt Allen, he broke down before 
racing as a 3-year-old. Later he came into the 
hands of Earl Linnell, of California, by whom he 
was sold to go to Austria, in 1910. He was a very 
fast horse and made a fine appearance. He was 
24 years old when he sired Fantast II. 


“SIR GREYSTEEL’S HALF-BROTHER. 

S. W. Labrot, master of Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis, Md., through the agency of Kerr and 
Company, of Dublin, was successful in purchasing 
out of Goff’s yearling sales at Ballsbridge, Dublin, 
Ireland, the first week in August, the chestnut 
colt by Tolgus (unbeaten son of *Stefan the 
Great) out of Grania, by Desmond, next dam 
Beauty's Daughter, by Gallinule. The price was 145 
guineas. The colt is half-brother to Mr. Labrot’s 
successful stallion *Sir Greysteel, sire of Tred 
Avon, Springsteel, etc. *Sir Greysteel is by Roi 
Herode (grandsire of *Stefan the Great) out of 
Grania. H. S. Finney, stud master at Holly Beach, 
noted the yearling’s pedigree in the Dublin cata- 
logue (advertised in THE BLOOD HORSE) and called 
it to the attention of Mr. Labrot, who at once 
made inquiries as to the individuality of the colt. 
It was expected that the yearling would be 
shipped from London on the S. S. American 
Trader last Friday, August 12. 


DEATH OF W. W. DARDEN 


HE end of a widely known breeder and Turf- 
man came with the passing of William 
Weatherford Darden, 69, at the home of his 
step-sister, Mrs. Corinne Williams, near Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., on Saturday, August 6. Mr. Darden 
had been in poor health since he dispersed his 
stud, along with that of Rogers Caldwell, in 
December, 1930. He had been visiting his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Knud Boagoe, at her home in Denmark, 
and had improved somewhat. On the way home 
there was a severe storm. He was tossed about 
the boat and received a blow which caused an 
internal wound. This led to his death. Mr. 
Darden’s wife was Miss Holly Goodwin, of 
Memphis. 

Mr. Darden was born at Port Royal, Mont- 
gomery county, Tenn., the son of Dr. Jacob and 
Mrs. Martha Weatherford Darden. Early in life 
he became interested in Thoroughbred horses as 
an owner and then entered the realm of the 
breeders. He became one of Tennessee’s leading 
Turfmen, and he likewise was one of the last of 
the older rank to give up the flag. Among the 
horses he owned were Ivan the Terrible, Nannie 
Hodge, Hodge and Little Father. He had been a 
partner with Rogers Caldwell in the ownership 
of *Hourless, and he had been breeding adviser 
to Rogers Caldwell. For many years Mr. Darden 
had his breeding establishment and stables at a 
farm on the Franklin pike, about six miles from 
Nashville.

HOW McGINN WAS OUTBID

T is an old and true saying that first impres- 
sions are unreliable and not to be taken too 
seriously, because of their deceptive attributes. 
This may apply with equal force to the first 
reports of any series of events, whatever the 
background. 

Take the yearling sales for this season as an 
instance. They have been bad enough, except, in 
one or two cases, to discourage the _ stoutest 
hearted breeder and make him believe that the 
evil days had indeed engulfed him beyond re- 
demption. But there were traces of silver linings 
in the clouds. 


When the reports of the earlier vendues were 
broadcast, the effect was felt even in far away 
California. Also it is evident that they were 
accepted as a true barometer of the situation 
and that even youngsters of good class would go 
for the proverbial song. 

“I have heard the reports of the first sale at 
Saratoga and also I have here THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
with pictures and descriptions of some of the 
yearlings by Pompey which W. R. Coe will sell,” 
said a California Turfman to J. B. McGinn who 
was resting up for the summer there. “Of course 
they will sell better than these already offered, 
but in spite of their breeding, it looks as if they 
would be cheap. 

“Wish you would hop the train for Saratoga 
and buy me a couple which are pictured and 
described here to my utmost satisfaction. You 
can go as high as $3,500 for each of these if you 
have to, but you may get them for much less. 
Anyway, I feel sure that, under the conditions, 
you can get them for that money.” 

Mr. McGinn made Saratoga in time for the 
Coe sale, but merely sat on the side lines while 
the Pompey—Cowslip colt went to the bid of 
the Greentree Stable for $14,500, and the Pom- 
pey—Bourbon Girl colt was knocked down to 
Dick McMahon for the account of the Calumet 
Stable at $9,000. 

These were the two colts which Mr. McGinn 
had been instructed to buy for $3,500 each, if he 
had to go that far. THE BLOOD-HORSE had done 
its work well, but unfortunately, for him, the 
issue was not confined to the copy read by the 
West Coast would-be-investor, and the only sat- 
isfaction he can extract from the situation is 
the reflection that he picked the two stars of the 
sale. 

But some good came of it any way, for with 
railroad business as it is now, even round trip 
transportation for one from California to Sara- 
toga is not to be sneezed at.
